What 


can be inoro wonderful than tlutt suli-nce 
wliiiJi has before now turned Ha eye to a 
blank space in the heavens and euld, "It 
is tl ore"—tho planet that human vision 
nevi r since tho creation had discerned, but 
to f y afterward discovered and mapped 
and charted with tho rest? What art more 
wonderful than tlnvt which treads the wil- 
derness of tho sky as a scout or trailer 
does tho forests or deserts of earth and 
marks the trace and time of every star that 
has passed to return u thousand years 
imon? These wonder working itsfcronomere 
have been discussing among themselves 
as to length of the day in the planet Venus. 


Snverul of these experts of the sky said

A. Cavalryman on a Hunt Separated From 


Hid Companions and Cnrrtad For Many 
MilHo Acrosi the Pining by Trlghtonud 
llu(Talo«8. 


"It was In 18(15, tho year of the closo ol 


the civil war," said Hack Mareton, aMon 
tuna cattleman. "I was high private in 
the Second Kansas cavalry, and, Instead ot 
being mustered out at tho close of •the 
struggle, our regiment was ordered to the 
column sent out against the Arapohoes 
and southern Cheyonnes, who had be™ 
playing hob on tho plains while our hands 
were tied up fighting tho Johnny Rebs. 
This kind of campaigning was not new to 
Kunsans, for whom alkali water and duety 
plains had no terrors. Wo passed through 
u, country where there was tho finest ariw- 
lope and buffalo hunting, arid we took such 
advantage of our opportunities that it vroa 
an unlucky day when tho hunters didn't 
bring in rueut enough to supply tho entiro 
command. 


"Three of us, Tom Packard, Ed Parns- 


worth and myself, started out one main- 
inn with two days' rations in our haver- 
sacks fora hunt, shaping r«£| courso to the 
rljfht of tho lino of march. Wo killed two 
antelopes tho first day, but itwns not until 
the morning of the second day that wo 
fiightod buffaloes. But when wo did there 
were buffaloes, and no mistake. It was the 
big southern herd feeding northward from 
tho Texas plains that wo had come upon, 
ami tho prairie was black with buffaloes as 
f«r ns tho eye could roach. 


"Thousands und tens of thousands of 


the heavy shouldered, shaggy necked 
Ibrotcfi wore pasturing as peacefully as oat- 
tlo on a furai, with tho bulls standing 
guard on tho outskirts all around to keep 
off tho wolves that were sneaking about 
tho herd watching for a uhance to snap 
up a stray calf. Wo staid to look at tho 
scene for awhile before we got down to 
work. Our spencer carbines did not carry 
far enough to stalk tho buffaloes at long 
range. 
We hiid to ride in on them, and, 


each mnn picking out tho buffalo he wnnt- 
ed to kill wo gave our horses free rein 
und tho spur, and rodo at the herd. 
"It was half a minute or so before the 


buffaloes seemed to get It into their heads 
*hat wo were coming and mnko up their 
luiuda what to do, and by that time wo 
were among them. Then the nearest ones 
turned and rnn, and this gave the alarm 
to those beyond thorn, and they ran too. 
So tho panic spread through the herd like 
tho tipping down of a row of bricks, and 
in a minute or more the whole herd was 
in motion. Farnsworth and Packard each 
got the buffalo ho wont for, and they bag- 
ged two more besides. But tho one I se- 
lected—it was a fat young cow—was so 
fur iu tho hord and ran so well that by 
tbo time I was alongside her tho buffaloes 
were (ill around me, every one running 
head clown and tail in tho air, not caring 
for what stood in tho way. There was 
only one thing to do, and that was to go 
with them. So I sent a shot iu behind the 
cow's shoulder that dropped her, and then 
let my horse take his bead. Ho was car- 
ried away, as n horse is npt to be, by the 
excitement of tho stampede, and tried to 
run away. This took us farther into the 
herd, until the buffaloes got so thick about 
us that be could not force his way among 
them. 
After that for hours and hours 


theio was notbiuR but dust and noise, 
with buffaloes on every sidoas far as I could 
poo through the smother, crowding, jos- 
tling, pushing, every one trying to got 
ahead of the others. My horse was jammed 
and tossed about by the buffaloes, but ho 
kept his footing and went along with the 
rest. Tho dust filled my eyes and nostrils. 


"Darkness came, and still the stampede 


went on through the night. It was not 
until morning thut tbo buffaloes slowed up 
and began to scatter and feed. I tried then 
to work my way out from among them, 
but before I had got half way out my mo- 
tion alarmed them and they stampeded 
again. Thero was no stopping the thing; 
so long as they saw me among them they 
were bound to stampede, and there wns no 
getting away from them. They carried mo 
alone with. them, that da£i.aud. alfchoueh 
now their pace bad slowed to a walk, 
they did not stop until darkness fell again. 
Sometimes wo would come to a gulch and 
I could hear the thumping sound as the 
buffaloes off to loft or right went hetls over- 
head down to the bottom over the edge. 
But by good luck tho part of tiie herd 
where I was struck a place every time where 
wo could get across. About 10 o'clock in 
tho night the buffaloes halted once more 
and began to scatter and feed. A good many 
of them lay down, as if they were tired out 
with traveling and wanted no more of it. 
J started again tQ get clear of them, and 
this time, by working carefully along, let- 
ting my horse feed us he went and avoid- 
ing every motion that might alarm them, 
I got to tho edge of tho herd just as the 
sky was growing light in the cast.

BLIND TOM AT HOME. 


CHARACTERISTIC DIVERSIONS IN HIS 


CONTENTED OLD AGE. 


Tho Simple Minded Follow Wliofte Won- 


derful jvlnglral Gift Made Him Famous 
the World Over Now JLlvcs Quietly at 
Nav<»tak Highlands, N. J. 


"What lias I uromo of Blind Tom?" 
This question if often nskod by old the- 


ater froers, who remember tho days before 
the war, when the {rifted musical idiot 
was the star attraction in iyccums, town 
halls and lecture rooms, with which the 
simpler tustcp of most irnuisernent seekers 
of those times wcro satisfied. 


Tom was only a lad then, tho slave of a 


Georgia planter, and his monUil weakness, 
together with his blindness, served to in- 
crease tho interest of those who saw and 
heard this ignorant little fellow, with un- 
erring touch, draw from the pianoforte its 
sut'etest and most melodious strains us 
well ns its grandest and most solemn har- 
monies. 


The question as to Blind Tom's where- 


abouts oan be answered best by a tall, 
broad shouJdered, neatly dressed colored 
man, whoso gray hair and sightless eyes 
increase tho impresaiveness of his appear- 
ance in a comfortable cottage at the High- 
lauds of Navpsmk, on the Now Jersey side 
of the lower New York bay. This elderly 
colored man is tho Blind Tom of today, 
and for several years he has lived there in 
case and comfort with his guardian, Mrs. 
Eliza Leroho, who was appointed ten years 
ago by Justice Andrews of the supremo 
court as committee of the person and prop- 
erty of the musician. She was then tho 
widow of John G. Bethuno, who had 
chargo of Blind Tom for many years, and 
the old man was given into her euro only 
after a long legal struggle with herfatbor- 
in-law, James N. Bethune. 


When Mrs. Betbunc took charge of Tom, 


she found that his popularity as a public 
attraction hud greatly waned, owing to 
the fact that he hud been before tho public 
many years, and that his former managers 
• hud luado all the money they could out of 
tho peculiar musical talent of the simple 
minded colored man without preserving 
his valuo us an attraction by replacing his 
wornout repertory with more modern mu- 
sical pieces. Tom was also getting old 
and was physically worn out by the night 
and day travel consequent on one night 
stapd performances. He had been handed 
over to Mrs. Bethune, with no rnonny and 
no property, personal or otherwise, out of 
tho hundreds of thousands of dollars which 
he bad earned during tho previous quarter 
of a century. So it was necessary to keep 
him at work awhile longer to provide for 
his future maintenance in case he became 
disabled by ago or infirmities, and also to 
enable him to tuko care of his old mother, 
who was still alive in one of the southern 
states and looked to Tom for support. 


Mrs. 
Bethune, who was then Mrs 


Lerche, 
having married 
Albrecht J. 


Leroho, tho lawyer who had fought her 
logal buttles in tho courts, saved enough 
money to warrant the temporary with- 
drawn! of Blind Tom from tho amusement 
world, so that ho might recover his health 
and at tho same time familiarize himself 
with modern musical compositions. 


Tom enjoys his long rest after so many 


years of incessant travel and work. He 
docs very little visiting among his neigh- 
bors and receives few callers at his cottage. 
Ho find1) sufficient companionship in his 
piano. Hu passes hours at a time at the 
piano, playing his old pieces and practic- 
ing now ones. Occasionally ho attempts 
improvisation, but even then the imitative 
faculty predominates, as the notes ho picks 
out are usually the reproductions of sounds 
that ho has heard. His best effort in this 
line was a piece entitled "What the Wind 
and tho "Waves Told Tom," in which ho 
imitated the1 whistling of the wind, tho 
roaring of tho waves, the howling storm 
and the crash of thunder. 


When not at the piano, Tom amuses 


himself by imitating the small talk of 
women and other visitors to the Lerohe 
cottage. He holds imaginary receptions, 


! at which tho wonther, new styles in dresses 


l and like topics uro discussed by the imagi- 


nary visitors, us imitated by Tom, in a 
wu.y flint Is vpry fimnicnl, but ho will not 
do it if he knows there is any one listening 
to him. 


In spite of his advanced years and his 


reserved, formal demeanor in company, 
Tom is merely an overgrown child and 
hns to be carefully watched by a male 
nurse, specially hired for that purpose. He 
has all tho selfishness of a spoiled child 


, and is jealous of any attention paid to any 
' one else in his presence. He has little 


natural affection and cares only for those 
who minister directly to his wants. He 
is willing that his mother should bo taken 
care of out of tbo money ho has earned, 
but he docs not wisli to have her or his 
brother and sisters near him, for fear that 
they may annoy him or prevent his being 
the sole object of tho attentions of thoso 
around him. With the exception of this 
childlike selfishness Blind Tom is extreme- 
ly moral and religious in his habits and 
disposition. He never oats without first 
offering u prayer, and on Sundays will 
play only ehurc.li music on his piano. Ho 
will have nothing to do with any one who 
drinks liquor and will quickly order from 
the room any person who uises profane or 
improper language in his presence. Ho is 
usually very polite, but cannot abide a 
bore, and when a member of thn long 
winded fraternity tries to make him a 
victim of his talk tho big blind man 
brings his tormentor up with a round 
turn by saying very abruptly: "Well, 
now, 
you have talked long enough. Good- 


by!" 


It was only after the conclusion of Mrs. 


Lerohe's long legal contest that mother 
and son were together again for the first 
time since Tom's Infancy, but after the 
novelty of their reunion, had worn away it 
was evident that their tastes and temper- 
aments were so utterly at variance that 
there was little likelihood of their living 
happily together. Fate had kept them 
apart too long. Tom's clouded mind could 
not realize what his mother hud suffered 
during their long separation. Fourscore 
years of lifo had TOado her a withered up, 
irritable old woman, sot in her ways and 
not at nil reconciled to tho fact that she 
found the baby for whom she had mourned 
so many years turned Into, a prematurely 
Bged man, fixed In his habits and strange- 
ly lacking in tho natural affection he 
should have for her. So Charity Wiggins 
went back to her old homo in Georgia to 
livet with her other children, whose ways 
she understands.—New York Sun.

A box of old documents which had re- 


mained long unclaimed In a Washington 
storage warehouse was sold for a few cents 
some time ago, and the purchaser, on 
looking them over, was delighted to find 
that they consisted of letters written to 
and by James Buchanan. 
Many of tho 


letters hud some value as autographs, but 
one was of cspoolal interest, as it threw 
now light on an unbuppy romnnoe in tho 
curly life of Lincoln's predecessor. It has 
long bean known thnt Buclmnnn died a 
bachelor because his engagement with tho 
daughter of n prominent resident of .Lau- 
custer, Pa , wns broken by tho girl's par- 
ents. Her name was Annio Coleman, and 
she died in 1810, a few months after tho 
trouble occurred, it is said, from grief over 
the loss of her lover. 
What excited her 


father's hostility to young Buchanan is 
not definitely known, but those most inti- 
mate with tho two heard vaguely of anony- 
mous charges which Mr. Coleman would 
not allow his daughter's suitor to answer 
or even to hear 
After Miss Coleiuun's 


death Buchanan wrote to her father ask- 
ing permission to attend tho funeral. Tho 
letter was returned unopened, nnd it was 
among those in the box bought from the 
warehouse people. In it the future presi- 
dent said: 


"You have lost n dear child I have lost 


the only earthly object of my affections. 
My prospects are all out off, and I fuel 
thut my happiness will be burled with her 
in tho grave. It is now no time for ex- 
planation, but the time will come when 
you will discover that she, as well as I, 
has been much abused. God forgive the 
authors of it. My feelings of resentment 
against them, whoever they may bo, are 
burled in the dust. I havo one request to 
make, and for the love of God and of your 
dear departed daughter, whom I loved in- 
finitely more than any other human being 
pould Jove, deny me not. 
Afford mo the 


melancholy pleasure of seeing tho body be- 
fore its interment." 


As stated, the plea was not even read, 


and Buchanan, finding the animosity of 
the wealthy Coleman family too much for 
a young lawyer in n smalltown to contend 
with, left the place and soon afterward en- 
tered upon the political career that ended 
in the White House.—New York Times.

In his, Milton's, early Latin poem he 


had anticipated that ho would one day 
wear the Parnussiun laurel, and added, 
"Astego * * * secure pace quiescam." The 
first port of his youthful prophecy was 
amply fulfilled. Not alas the second. Dr. 
Garth complained that "E'en churches are 
no sanctuaries now," and the complaint 
is emphasized by what befell the remains 
of the great Puritan. He was buried in 
St. Giles', Cripplegate, on Nov. 12, 1674, 
and for 119 years—until 1708—no monu- 
ment was raised ovtr his grave, and the 
exact spot of his interment was forgotten. 
But in 1790 search was made, and on Aug. 
3 It wus announced that his coffin had 
been found. The church authorities right- 
ly "disdained to disturb the sacred ashes." 
But that night a publican, a pawnbroker, 
a surgeon and a oofflmimkor got Into the 
church and opened the leaden shell. The 
publican "pulled hard at the teeth," and 
at last got one knocked out by a stone. 
These body snatchers felt strongly inclined 
to steal the whole lower jaw, and after 
pawing and handling the hallowed re- 
mains these sacrilegious wretches tore out 
some of the hair and stole some of the 
bones. As recently as 1852 a writer in 
Notes and Queries says, "I have handled 
one of Milton's ribs." 
Well might the 


poet Cowper protest against these grew-, 
some and indecent familiarities committed 
by ignorant and graceless boors.—Very 
Rev. F. W. Farrar in Forum.
